Plans For County Fain 

Letters from secretaries and 
other officials of Kentucky coun- 
ty fairs indorsing the movement 
for an association of fairs in Ken- 
tucky indicates that the meeting 
set for the first week in January 
at the Brown Hotel in Louisville 
will be well attended, L. Doc 
Cassidy, superintendent of special 
events at the State Fair, said this 

The "L" in Doc's name is for 
"Lawrence," but he doesn't use 
it. He isn't a doctor, physician, 
but he is a "doctor of amuse- 
ments," having been conspicious- 
ly associated for years in the 
theatrical field. The "Doc" is 
part of his real name. Besides 
extensive travel he has resided 
in Cincinnati and Chicago. His 
mother, he says, was of good old 
fashioned Madison County stock. 
He will be temporary secretary 
at the January meeting. 

Many advantages are possible 
for county fairs if they belong 
to an association it is pointed out. 
Besides exchange of experiences 
and general planning, dates can 
be agreed upon to the advantage 
of all and certain concessions can 
be better served and special 
events can be discussed with the 
best ideas adopted. Mr. Cassidy 
believes in the Jefferson County 
Fair being held out from the city 
but he has in mind no particular 
location. It should be where it 
can be reached with the least 
approach to city traffic, it is be- 
lieved, and where the atmosphere 
is appropriate. A movement is 
on foot to change the site of the 
State Fair and this matter is 
coming up for discussion at a 
meeting of the Fair Board soon, 
it is said. 

The Hamilton County Fair 
which serves the Cincinnati dis- 
trict has been a successful ven- 
ture for more than 50 years, the 
Ohio County Fair, at Hartford, 
Ky., has lived out an existence of 
84 years, and has an unusually 
complete plant, located just out- 
side the city limits of the county 
seat. The Jefferson County Fair 
at Fern Creek, years ago drew, 
not only from Louisville, but also 
from many other parts of Ken- 
tucky and it was looked upon 
as one of the best county fairs 
in the state.

Copy Boy Accepts 
The Editor's Challenge 



On thai challenge and accept' 
ance hangs a tale— a story on 
vital statistics, as follows: 

A couple of weeks ago, in the 
mail, The Jeffersonian received 
the Bulletin of the Department of 
Health, Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky. Mr. Hummel brought it in 
to the copy boy's desk, and said, 
"if you can get a story out of all 
these tables and statistics, you're 
a newspaperman." That chal- 
lenge, that throwing down of the 
gauntlet, brought forth this: 

Of the total number of deaths 
in Kentucky in 1947, Heart Dis- 
ease ranked all other causes as a 
killer, with 7,567. Next, in order, 
are cancer, cerebral hemorrhage, 
accidental deaths, nephritis, 
pneumonia, and tuberculosis. Al- 
together, these seven causes 
killed 20,011 people. 

Motor vehicle accidents ac- 
counted for 686 new residents of 
the cemeteries. This is more 
than influenza, syphilis (185), 
diphtheria, and a long list of 
communicable diseases. This 
shouts, " be careful!" as a pedes- 
trian or driver. 

The battle on tuberculosis 
brought that disease from sixth 
to seventh place in 1947 on the 
list of fatalities. Pneumonia 
went to sixth place. Watch out 
this winter. 

Kentucky had mor e murders 
than suicides last year — 285 to 
257. Of the homicides, firearms 
accounted for 212, ^cutting in- 
struments 33, and "other means - ' 
38. 

But a little more on the bright 
side, no deaths wer e reported in 
Kentucky from plague, cholera, 
leprosy, smallpox, gout, hunger 
or thirst, poisoning by venomous 
animals, or of military or civil- 
ian personnel in operations of

8 Days Hunting 

For Deer In The State 

Hunters will have eight days 
in which to stalk the deer in 
five Kentucky counties this year, 
the Division of Game and Fish 
and the State Game and Fish 
Commission has announced. The 
season will open on November 27 
and continue through December 
4, with the taking of antlered 
bucks only being permitted. 

The hunting area shall con- 
sist of Bullitt, Meade, Hardin, 
Nelson and Breckinridge Coun- 
ties, and only shotguns with OO 
buckshot or slugs being per- 
mitted. The hunter may not use 
dogs to chase his quary, the 
Commission has ruled. Bow and 
arrow hunters will have an ad- v 
ditional seven days to hunt in 
these counties, their season ex- 
clusively opening on November 
20 and continuing through De- 
cember 3. However, they may 
continue to hunt during the reg- 4-H project winners in such pro- 
ular deer hunting season.

School's Safety Stressed; 
School Troopers Organized 

FRANKFORT, KY., October.— 
The largest school safety pro- 
gram ever to be undertaken in 
the State is now under way, ac- 
cording to a statement from 
Stat e Trooper Lee Tucker, Di- 
rector of the Division of Kentuc- 
ky School Safety of the Depart- 
ment of State Police. 

The program is being spon- 
sored jointly by the State Police 
and American Legion in Kentuc- 
ky in co-ordination with interest- 
ed civic organizations. It is be- 
ing set up by the State Police 
and is being financed by the 
American Legion. 

The school patrols will be 
known as the Kentucky School 
Troopers. 

"The purpose of the program is 
to safeguard our children as they 
come and go from school," said 
Guthrie Crowe, Commissioner of 
State Police. "Later," h e said, "a 
juvenile crime prevention pro- 
gram will be set up, but first we 
must get our safety program un- 
der way."

40 YEARS AGO 

"Moses in the Wilderness," 
makes 'Page 1, Column I, in The 
Je f fersonian week of October 22, 
1908, with another spicy letter 
written from Stonega, Va., under 
date of October 15. Recalling 
that he was at Hyden on the 
middle fork of the Kentucky 
River when last heard from, he 
exclaims that "That forty-mile 
horseback ride from Harlan 
courthouse was a corker!" A 
companion rider, a n ex-Federal 
soldier, "winked out' before he 
reached the end of the moun- 
tainous journey and was taken 
to town for rest, while "I came 
through all right and was as 
good as naw, except that for a 
few days, everything I sat on 
was unusually hard." 

All through the mountains you 
see "coal, coal, coal; coal crop- 
ping out of the mountain sides, 
coal in the roads, coal in the 
creek bottoms. It is not uncom- 
mon to see the natives getting 
their supply right out of the 
roadbed. When we left Hyden 
we left Rockhouse Creek, went 
up "Cutshin' leaving 'Kingdom 
Come' to our left, several miles. 
Over the divide and down an- 
other stream to the north fork 
of the Kentucky, and there we 
reached Hazard, in Perry Coun- 
ty. There are some good sized 
families in the mountains. Our 
landlord told us there were 36 
children in his father's family. 
Hazard was the home of 'Tallow 
Dick' Combs. Pery, like other 
counties has had it feuds. From 
Hazard, over another divide, we 
drove for eight miles, encoun- 
tered 'Troublesome,' went up it 
12 miles to Hindman, the county 
seat of Knott. This county is one 
| of the few Democratic counties 
in the mountains, and is also one 
of the most fertile. The W.C.T. 
U. maintains an excellent college 
at Hindman. The girls 
taught domestic science along 
with their liteiary and other 
studies. Family names are so 
numerous in this section that pre- 
fixes are necessary to distinguish; 
for example, there are several 
natives named 'Jerry* Combs. 
There is 'Short Jerry,' 'Black 
Jerry,' High Jery,' 'Tight Jerry, 
and 'Ram's Jerry.' "Moses 
passed a queer place known as 
the 'rat house," built of slabs, 
eight feet square. One could put 
a bottle down and money and get 
the bottle returned i as if by 
magic, filled, with not a word 
said or anyone seen. Just below 
this place we passed a man 'lift- 
ing' coal right out of th e road- 
bed. There were thousands o' 
bushels there to be had. We 
had difficulty getting over this 
free coal. 

A 26 mile ride took Moses to 
Whitesburg. "This town,* 
writes, "has made marvelous 
progress. It has the very best 
concrete sidewalks I have seen 
i n the state. Many new build- 
ings have been erected recently, 
particularly, a new and modern 
jail, prettiest and best I have 
ever seen. It cost five dollars 
to ride 20 miles on the nearest

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WRONG WAY TO GET RIGHT 

For the past decade or more there has been too much 
concern, or rather too much "noise," about various "rights" 
of individuals and groups in this country. We have a fun- 
damental law in this country of ours that takes care of 
everybody's rights. All we need do is respect it; adhere to 
it. 

The trouble has been too much loose interpretation by 
judges and courts, both low and high courts. Many of the 
interpretations have been influenced by pressure groups, 
organized solely for selfish interests. Political minded law 
enforcement officials pay too much attention — not to the 
fundamental law and its intents and purposes — but to the 
vociferous clamorings of organized groups whose votes are 
threatening to be corralled for or against somebody at the 
next election. 

The greatest country in the world, with its laws found- 
ed on the Decalog, by those who were acquainted with the 
oppressions of government from which they or their fath- 
ers had fled, needs only to reread its constitution and recom- 
mit itself to the principles for which our founding fathers 
saw fit to give their life blood. "State Rights," "Human 
Rights," and all other rights were considered and provided 
for. 

A skeleton of the powers and the ambitions of the Gov- 
ernment were set forth in the preamble of the Constitution, 
which reads: "We. the people of the United States, in order 
to form a more perfect Union, establish justice, insure do- 
mestic tranquillity, provide for the common defense, pro- 
mote the general welfare and secure the blessings of liberty 
to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish this 
Constitution for the United States of America." 

The trouble is that everybody is in rebellion, because 
every fellow is thinking of his own rights, and forgetting 
about the other fellow's rights. We need to get back to bed 
rock; to the fundamentals — those things that regard the 
rights of all, for the good of everybody. Then if we will all 
stay in our respective places, individually and otherwise; 
if the legislative, the executive and the judicial will keep 
within their respective bounds, as originally .provided, we 
will be in position to appreciate the heritage that is ours. 
Ours will be really the "land of the free and the home of the 
brave," and justice will reign in our midst.

How to Save Vegetables 
When Freezing Threatens 



When freezing weather threaUns 
the vegetable garden, there Is usu- 
ally a considerable quantity of 
•vegetables In the ground which 
can easily b« stored in good con- 
dition until used. 

The time to harvest them ft 
storage Is as late as possible, with 
safety. Squash and pumpkin- 
should be taken in before heavj 
frosts; but most others may be left 
In the garden until freezing weath- 
er. Temperatures which freeze the 
soil will not Injure beets, carrots, 
cabbage and turnips so long as it 
thaws out the next day: but they 
should be lifted before the ground 
begins to remain frozen all day. 

Onions, squash, and pumpkins 
can be kept In any dry shelter for 
two or three months without worry- 
ing about the temperature. But 
even these vegetables will keep best 
in a temperature under 40 degrees. 
Cut the stems of the squash and 
pumpkins close to the plant; and 
hang onions in braids, or store in 
shallow slatted racks, so the air 
will circulate freely about them. 

Parsnips and salsify may be dug, 
sorted into lots sufficient for a lam. 
ily serving and each lot placed in 
a paper bag. These bags may be 
placed In a box and left outdoors, 
protected only from the rain. Freez- 
ing will improve the flavor of these 
vegetables, and they are easily re- 
moved for serving as needed. 

Carrots, beets, turnips, rutabagas, 
potatoes, apples and cabbage may 
be stored In a shed or unheated 
garage for so long as the temper- 
ature does not fall below 10 degrees 
above zero. Place them In boxes 
packed in soil, or peat moss, but 
not sand; or pack them in card- 
board boxes which are placed in

larger boxes, and surrounded with 
shredded paper, sawdust or shav- 
ings for insulation. 

To protect these vegetables from 
the lowest winter temperatures, a 
convenient receptacle is a 24-lneh 
drain tile sunk Into the earth and 
closed with an Insulated cover, 
which may be opened at will for 
the removal of any part of Its con- 
tents. A working drawing of this 
device accompanies this discussion. 

The cover may be made of wood, 
larger than the tile, but protected 
hardware cloth to keep out 
' insulated with many 
I paper or padding, 
les and fruit placed In 
storage must be free from de- 
cay or Injury. Avoid those with 
skin punctures, and never store 
vegetables which are wet.

Tor Fruits in Forly-Nlne Look 1 
to your Orchards Now." 

Jefferson County orchard lead- 
ers and demonstrators, coopera- 
ting with the Horticultural, En- 
tomology and Plant Pathology 
Departments of the University of 
Kentucky Experiment Station, 
have found the following recom- 
mendations highly advisable for 
all fruit growers. 

Season and Situation: In many 
apple and peach orchards, scale 
has developed rapidly this sum- 
mer and careful dormant spray- 
ing will be needed. Examine 
your planting with care.- In 
serious infestations, two dormant 
sprays are often required. Peach 
tree borer attacks ase heavier 
than in years in many Kentucky 
orchards; so, this treatment 
should go on. We can expect the 
usual losses from orchard mice 
rabbits where protection 
against them is not taken. Take 
precautions against orchard fires. 
Mulch strawberries at proper 
time. 

Peach Tree Borer: Where PDB 
crystals are used it should go on 
as follows: Eastern Kentucky, 
last half of September; central 
Kentucky, early October; South- 
end Western Kentucky, in 
October. Amounts to use are as 
follows: 1 year trees, Y* to 1/3 
ounce (measure carefully); 2 to 
3 year trees, 1/3 to H 
to 5 year trees, use 2/3 to % 
ounce; 6 years and older, 1 ounce. 
Very large trees, 1 V4 ounce. 
PDB is not effective after weath- 
er is cool. Two new liquid 
materials are effective during 
cool weather and can be applied 
up to December 1. These ma- 
teiarls are (1) Ethylene dichloride 

sion and (2) Propylene 
chloride emulsion. Either 
these emulsions is creamy and 
thick and mixes readily with 
water. Dilute according to in- 
structions, keep stirred and apply 
the proper amount to the soil, 
in a ring, around the base of the 
trees. Then mound as with PDB. 

if you get the emulsion type 
end not the dear liquid miscible 
type. Also, with either, if the 
material settles rapidly to the 
bottom of the container, it is not 
satisfactory for use. (Try it in 
a glass jar or jug.) 

Rodent Control: Examine your 
planting for orchard mc 
ways. These- are found both 
above and below the surface, be- 
tween and beneath trees. Clean 
grass and weed growth away 
from the trunks of all trees in 
2-foot circle. If orchard mice ai 
present, prepare to spread poison 
baits later in October or early 
November. Use either strych- 
-treated oats or zinc phos- 
phide mixed with chopped apples 
1 tsp. poison to 1 qt. chopped ap- 
>les). Be careful and use ac- 
lording to instructions. These

Dormant Spray: For scale and 
red mite eggs: Where scale is 
serious, two dormant oil sprays 
are often advisable. Apply the 
first one in late fall as soon 
leaves are off; then, apply the 
second in the spring in late dor- 
mant or early delayed dormant. 
Dormant sprays are of special 
importance Where DDT was used 
in 1948. Use 3 per cent oil emul- 
sion and spray thoroughly, every^ 
twig, limb and trunk. For kill- 
ing rosy aphis eggs, a dinitro 
material (available at dealers) 
can be added to the oil spray. 

Fire Hazards: Dry grass, les- 
pedeza and weeds over the or- 
chard floor create a fire hazard. 
If these are partially disced into 
the soil, the hazard is reduced. 
Also, if fire lanes are plowed 
around and through orchards at 
short intervals, they will serve 
as effective fire barriers. 

Strawberries should 
mulched in late November 
early December. In Western 
Kentucky, use 1% tons straw per 
acre. In central and Northern 
Kentucky, use 2 t ons per a cre.

Porta Rican 
I yams, produced in Jefferson 
I County, go into food stores in 
this area this week — ask for 
them, enjoy their goodness. 

Apples are plentiful — if you 
look for them, you'll find good 
quality at reasonable price. Vari- 
eties include Grimes Golden, 
York Imperials, Rome Beauty, 
Winesap, Red Delicious. Yorks 
and Rome Beauties are both ex- 
cellent all-purpose apples — es- 
pecially good for baking. 

Other fruits you'll find and be 
interested in from the stand- 
point of price are Tokay grapes, 
cranberries, and Persian melons. 
Prices on these items vary a good 
deal, but shop around for them. 
Supplies of cranberries should 
continue abundant and prices 
attractive.

Save bread crumbs — use some 
of the finely ground dry crumbs 
in this Raisin Cake, the recipe 
from foods specialists at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky: tt cup 
sugar, V4 cup fat, 1 egg, 1 cup 
raisins, 1 t. baking powder, ft t. 
cloves, 'A t. allspice, 1 t. cinna- 
mon, IV) c flour, Ms c. fine- 
rolled dry crumbs, 1 t. soda, 2/3 
c. raisin liquid, Vt t. salt. Cook 
raisins until puffy. Drain, boil 
liquid to 2/3 c„ and cool. Cream 
the fat and add sugar gradually, 
then beat in the egg. Mix and 
sift the dry ingredients. Add a 
small amount of dry ingredients 
to fat mixture and stir until 
flour is dampened. Beat for a 
few seconds, add 2 T. of raisin 
liquid, and gently stir the mix- 
ture. Repeat until all dry in- 
gredients and liquid are used, be- 
ing careful to add dry ingredients 
last. Do not over beat. Fold in 
cooked raisins. Bake in layers 
in a moderate oven (375 degrees 
F.) for 25 minutes.

Farm Women Report 

Many Improvements 

Activities of Shelby County 
homemakers during the past year 
were brought out at their annual 
check-up day. They reported 31 
heating systems and 35 water 
systems as having been installed, 
and 26 refrigerators, six home 
freezers, 15 toasters, 18 ironers 
and 13 vacuum cleaners having 
been bought. Thirty-three 
braided rugs and 82 lampshades 
were made. 

To reduce their grocery bills, 
the homemakers stored 20,518 
pounds of meat, 2,886 pounds of 
vegetables and 1,488 pounds of 
fruit in freezer lockers. Then 
they canned 12,429 quarts of veg- 
etables and 7,456 quarts of fruit 
and stored 30,704 pounds of home 
cured meat. 

State's Rig Corn 

Crop Being Harvested 

Kentucky farmers report that 
favorable to ideal conditions dur- 
ing September for maturing and 
harvesting crops has practically 
assured realization of earlier 
prospects for excellent produc- 
tion in 1948. In fact, the frost 
was welcome in many areas to 
terminate gTowth and promote 
curing of corn. Picking has be- 
gun on a large scale. Late grow- 
ing crops, such as soybeans and 
potatoes, also matured under 
favorabl e conditions and are now 
being harvested. 

Fall plowing, field preparation 
and seeding of fall grains pro- 
ceeded seasonally in September, 
although operations wrr c slowed 
by lack of topsoil moisture. Seed- 
ing of winter grains made good 
progress with curly seedings up 
to fair stands. 

Prospects for tobacco produc- 
tion within the state showed 
rather marked improvement dur- 
ing September. The State's corn 
crop advanced wilh helpful Sep- 
tember weather, which assured 
the highest coin yield on record. 
Frosts have not been a major 
threat to HMD production. Corn 
acreage was generally (seeded 
earlier this spring and the season 
encouraged rapid progress of the 
crop. Dry weather starting in 
July and continuing into Sep- 
tember prevailed in some areas 
of the state hut its efect was not
